Mold  of  the  ar- 
ticles, l'uc’n  as  could  be  procured 
in  Ameiica,  have  already  come  for- 
ward, and  are  of  a fuperior  quality. 
A few  articles,  fuch  as  an  Orrery, 
‘&c.  which  could  not  be  procured  in 
the  Atlantic  States,  the  Truftees 
liave  fent  to  Europe  for,  and  expect 
them  with  the  fall  arrivals.  When 
thefe  come  to  hand,  the  apparatus 
may  be  confidered  complete. 

To  the  apparatus  hitherto  ufual 
at  feminaries  of  learning,  the  Truf- 
ilees  have  thought  proper  to  add  the 
effential  parts  of  a chemical  apparat- 
us, together  with  a galvanic  batte- 
ry. 1 he  library,  which  formerly 
confifted  of  about  1300  volumes,  has 
alfo  received  an  addition  of  feme  of 
the  latelt  and  molt  ufeful  publica- 
tions on  various  fubjects. 

The  Truftees,  deeply  imprelfed 
it n the  neceffity  of  having  the 
ans  of  inftrudtion  in  the  W’eftern 
country,  have  made  the  foregoing 
arrangements  ; and  have  exerted 
'themfelves  to  the  utmoft  of  their 
funds;  and  ore  now  happy  in  allur- 
ing the  publick,  that  it  is  their  opin 


alp0jcxpences  of  this  Univerfity  for  one 
year,  including  boarding,  tuition, 
the  ufe  ot  tbe  library,  and  firing  for 
the  recitation  room,  does  not  exceed 
110  dollars — beyond  this,  parents 
are  earneftly  requefted,  to  be  very 
fparing  in  granting  money  to  their 
fons.  Yet  ever,  this  will  have  very 
little  effect,  if  young  men  are  per- 
mitted to  contract  what  debts  they 
may  think  proper.  SuchckhtsftiouLd 
not  be  contracted,  and  if  J^iracte  d 
fltould  not  be  paid.  have 

found  bv  long  experience,  Urat  no- 
thing is  fo  pernicious  to  the  morals 
and  induftirous  habits  of  {Indents  as 
unlimited  credit,  or  latge  remittan- 
ces of  money. 

The  Truftees  confider  tlie  moral 
conduit  and  principles  ot  youth 
lent  to  tire  Univerfity,  as  a matter 
of  the  I all  confequence-  TT 
fubje6l,  every  poftible 
taken;  and  as  many  of  thecorpora- 
s live  in  Lexington  or  its  vicin- 


obtained  in  this  ft.ate  with  as  much 
facility, and  certainly  as  any  where 
elfe  in  America,  and  certainly  with 
much  lefts  c-xpence. 

The  eftablifhment  of  the  Univer- 
fity,  conlifts  of  a Prefident,  and  two 
Profelfors  ; and  the  French  Lan- 
guage will  continue  to  be  taught,  fo 
_ long  as  a fuitable  perfon  can  bepro- 
cured,  for  the  accommodation  of 
1 fuch  as  may  be  defirous  of  learning 
that  language. 

The  Truftees  thought  it  their 
duty,  to  give  the  public  at  large 
this  information,  rel’pedling  the  in 
flitution  itfelf — They  have  a few 
communications  which  they  beg 
leave  to  make  to  parents  and  guardi- 
ans,  who  may  be  difpofed  to  fend 
/ their  fons  to  the  Univerfny. 

Provifion  is  made  for  the  recep- 
tion of  young  men  who  do  not  delign 
to  complete  a regular  courfe  of  edu- 
cation. They  do  fincerely  lament 
that  this  mode  of  education,  fo  gen- 
erally prevails  : and  do  earneftly  re- 
commend, that  the  plan  of  education 
be  greatly  enlarged.  But  when 
vW^^cung  men  are  fent  to  the  Univerfi- 
^ty,  defigning  only  a partial  courfe  of 
ftudy,  they  (liould  be  fent,  if  poftible, 
at  the  commencement  of  the  fpring 
feftion,  as  the  junior  clal's  in  the 
Univerfity;  will  be  ftudying  the 
mathematics  during  the  fumnier, 
whereas  their  winters  will  be  devo- 
ted to  philofophv. 

The  fpring  feftion  commences  on 
the  lirft  Monday  in  May,  and  the 
fall  feftion  the  firft  Monday  in  No- 
vember and  great  care  (liould  be 
taken  that  all  theftuder.ts  be  prefent 
at  the  very  beginning  of  the  term 
a few  days  abfetice  will  fubjetfl  them 
to  conftderable  lofs,  and  the  Pro- 
fefTors  to  great  inconveniences. 

Noftudent  can  be  admitted  into 
the  Univerfity,until  he  has  produced 
a fatisfatftory  certificate  of  his  good 
moral  ccndiitfl. 

To  thofe  who  are  only  taking  a 
partial  courfe  of  education,  luch  a 
certificate  fltall  be  given,  when  they 
leave  the  Univerfity,  as  their  pro- 
grefs  (hall  jullify,  iigned  by  the 
Prefident. 

The  courfe  of  ftudy  purfued  at 
the  Univerfity  by  thofe  who  aitji  at 
a liberal  education,  and  feeking  de-

of  Jurifprudence,  Englilh  Grammar, 
Rhetoric,  Belles  Lettres,  and  Crit- 
icifm. 

It  has  been,  hitherto,  the  practice 
with  many  parents,  to  fend  their 
fons  to  this  Univerfity,  to  do  what 
they  call  ftudy  the  fciences.  Such 
are  continued,  often,  no  longer  than6 
months.  The  truftees  take  the  liber, 
ty  of  faying,  that  this  js  a very  unhap 
py  arrangement,  Sc  can  never accom- 
piiili  any  thing  very  valuable.  It 
frequently  happens  that  juft  as  a 
young  man’s  mind  is  opening  to  re- 
ceive inftruEtion  he  is  removed. 

The  Truftees,  ithp'reffed  with  the

But  the  regular  method  ~of  ob- 
taining a gratis  ftanding,  fltall  be  as 
follows  : a certificate,  figned  by  two 
of  the  juflices  of  the  peace,  for  the 
county  in  which  the  applicant  has 
refided  for  the  laft  twelve  months, 
rnuft  be  produced  to  the  chairman  of 
the  ftanding  committee,  dertifyin 
that  the  applicant  has  a good  moral 
charafler,  and  that  his  circumftan- 
ces, or  that  of  his  parents  or  guar- 
dians, i f he  has  any,  are  fuch  as  can- 
not afford  him  all  the  fupport  which 
is  neceflary  in  going  through  a lib 
ral  courfe  of  education — the  appli- 
cant fhall  then  appear  before  the  Fa- 
culty, who,  upon  examination  on  the 
progrefs  ivhich  he  has  already  made 
in  any  branches  of  learning,  are  to 
judge  of  his  talents  ; and  if  upon 
examination,  latisfaflion  is  giten 
he  may  be  received.  \ 

It  is  alfo  determined,  that  ftudenl: 
thus  received,  Hi  all  in  every  other  re 
fpect,  be  under  the  fame  regulations, 
and  enjoy  the  fame  privileges  with 
the  other  ftudents,  and  may  continue 
n the  Univerfity  on  this  footing  for 
two  years. — It  being  always  under- 
wood, that  if  any  gratis  ftudent  does 
not  make  his  appearance  in  tlie 
courfe  of  a month  after  the  begin- 
ning of  a feftion,  his  place  is  vaca- 
ted, except  he  has  been  detained  Tty 
ficknefs. 

The  number  of  ftudents  thus  ad- 
mitted, fhall  not  exceed  one  for  eve- 
ry fifteen  who  arc  admitted  in  the 
common  method,  until  the  whole 
number  of  tlie  ftudents  in  the  Uni- 
verfity fliall  be  1 12—  When  this 
number  is  made  up,  the  proportions 
between  the  gratis  and  other  ftu- 
dents  may  if  neceflary, be  as  1 tc  10. 

Finally,  the  Truftees  will  acknow

l experienced  a feveie  gale.  The 
main-top  maft  of  the  Indomntable 
was  carried  away, «nd the  fleet  co:i- 
iideraljly  damaged  in  its  fails  a 
r‘R3mg*  I he  wind  having  abate' 
though  ft  ill  blowing  from  thela? 
quarters,  1 continued  without  mak- 
ing any  head  way  to  fltugglc  againft 
contrary  winds  till  the  3d  Thermi- 
jaor,  when  I perceived  an  enemy’s 
fleet  of  2 1 fail. 

1 immediately  formed  the  kn£of 

battle  on  the  larboard  tack,  jlMn. 
Gravina  made  fignal  to  the  SpiuHif 
fquadron  to  form  the  van,  while  he 
himfelf  prepared  to  take  command 
of  the  combined  fleet.  The  atmof 
phere  was  extremely  foggy:  we 
hore  down  upon  the  enemy  which 
was  alio  (leering  towards  us  in  the 
oiling,  with  the  apparant  intention 
of  getting  to  windward  of  our  rear, 
and  thus  placing  between  two  fires 
by  a counter  manoeuvre  before  the 
wind.  As  I0011  as  I perceived  that 
they  were  getting  to  leeward,  I 
made  fignal  to  veer  to  windward  by 
a counter  movement. 

The  fog  continued  to  increafe — 
as  foon  as  my  fignal  had  reached 
admiral  Gravina,  he  refolucely  haf- 
tened  to  execute  it,  and  was  follow- 
ed in  fucceflion  by  the  reft  A 
fquadron-— as  foon  as  he  got  ip w5i 
the  rear,  he  began  the  attack  upon 
the  enemy,  which  had  already  began 
to  tack  to  the  windward.  But  tin- 
fog  by  this  time  Lad  become  fo  thick 
that  I could  no  longer  perceive  any 
thing,  and  it  was  with  difficulty  that 
each  veftel  faw  the  one  next  a-head. 

The  cannonading  was  fucceflively 
continued  nearly  the  whole  length 
of  the  line  —we  diredled  our  lliot 
for  the  moll  part  by  the  enemy’s 
fire,  which  was  indeed  our  onlv 
guide.  It  was  not  till  the  combat 
was  ended  that  in  a momentary 
I perceived  to  the  larboard  "a 
veftel  bearing  a Spanifti  flag  which 
was  failing  under  her  lower  fails, 
her  toptnafts  being  fhivered.  Near 
her  were  two  veftels  belonging  to 
tile  enemy,  one  of  which  wa3  entire- 
!}  difmafted,  and  the  other  a three 
decker,  and  loft  her  mizen  top  maft, 
and  was  befides  much  damaged, 
both  making  for  the  rear — the  vef- 
fel  that  had  loft  her  malls  appeared 
to  be  in  great  confufio.n,  and  was 
with  difficulty  kept  afloat  by  all  her 
pumps. 

The  van  and  rear  of  the  fquadron 
were  at  this  time  totally  enveloped 
with  fog,  which  prevented  from 
making  any  movement,  tho’  I w9s 
fenfible  the  advantage  was  all  or.  our 
fide. 

There  was  no  more  firing  the  reft 
of  the  evening — the  fquadrons  re- 
mained iu  fight  of  each  other  dur- 
ing the  night,  making  fignals  for 
fuccour.  I conjedlured,  however, 
that  the  enemy  was  flieeripgoff.  By 
day  break  tlie<’  had  fallen  far  to 
leeward.  Our  part  of  the  fquadron 
behaved  with  great  intrepidity,  and 
thofe  of  admiral  Gravina  evinced 
determination  to  follow  and  begin 
the  combat  again,  and  the  more  fo, 
as  when  day  light  appeared,  we  per- 
ceived that  t:vo  Spanifti  ftiips  were 
milling,  the  Firme  and  St.  Rapheal.

3 of  which  were  three  deckers,  all 
which  appeared  to  be  much  injured  ; 
and,  if  it  is  true  as  the  captain  of 
the  Dido  informed  n)e,  who

it  was  compofed  of  15  ftiips,  there 
can  be  little  doubt  that  one  of  them 
has  been  funk.  Your  excellency 
will  be  perfuaded,  as  I am,  that  this 
adlion  has  terminated  honourably 
for  the  combined  arms,  and  if  it 
had  not  been  for  the  fog,  as  impen- 
etrable as  it  was  lading,  which  fa- 
voured the  matioeuvering  and  re- 
treat of  the  enemy  they  would  pot 
have  efcaped  our  vengeance,  tyid  a 
decifive  overthrow'.  V * 

I have  not  vet  been  able  to  afcer- 
lain the  number  of  killed  and  woun- 
ded, but  believe  they  will  he  found 
to  be  ir.conliderable.  I have  to  re- 
gret the  lofs  of  capt.  Pcrrone,  of  his 
Imperial  Majc-fty’s  ftiip  the  Intre- 
pide,  who  was  killed.  Capt.  Rut- 
land, of  the  rxtlas,  received  a wound 
l hope  to  have  the  honor 
mining  immediately  mo 
accounts  of  the  engagement.

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ordered  the  fleet  once  more  to 
clear  for  aHion,  and  to  fall  tolar- 
board,  and  bear  down  upon  the  en- 
emy. But  the  wind  flacking,  and 
the  five  11  of  the  fea  being  great,  I 
found  it  impoftible,  during  the  whole 
day,  to  bring  on  the  adlion  as  1 
wifhed  though  the  enemy  were  all 
the  time  in  light. 

We  were  bulied  all  the  following 
night  hi  putting  the  fleet  in  order, 
that  we  might  be  readv  to  re-com- 
rnence  the  aclion  at  the  break  of  day. 

As  foon  as  it  was  light,  I bore 
down  upon  the  enemy,  which  was  at 
a great  diftatvee,  afitl  by  their  ftrefs 
of  lail  leemed  to  avoid  an  .engage- 
ment. Finding  it  impoftible  °to 
bring  on  a tenewal  of  the  adlion,  I 
thought  it  mod  prudent  not  to  wan- 
der further  from  my  deftination,  and 
to  ei.ecl,  conformably  to  my  inllruc- 
tioiis,  a jundlion  with  the  fquadron 
at  1 errol.
